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Thieves 
con old 
man out

HEARTLESS conmen 
tricked a 77-year-old Dudley 
man into believing they were 
water officials - and stole 
£2,000 while he was asked to 
keep an eye on a tap. 

Dudley police are appeal¬ 
ing for information that 
might help to catch the two 
men, one of whom was wear¬ 
ing a distinctive bowler-style 
hat and brown waistcoat. 

They struck at the man’s 
home in Jervis Close, Pen- 
snett, claiming they needed 
to check his water supply. 

One of the men ran taps in 
the kitchen and asked the 
victim to do the same in the 
bathroom. But while the pen¬ 
sioner was upstairs the pair 
rummaged through the 
house and stole £2,000. 

Investigating officer, Dc 
Tony Jones, of Dudley CID, 
said: “The men approached 
the victim’s address just after 
3pm and stated they were 
from the “water board”. 

“Unfortunately the victim 
didn’t ask for identification 
or ask any questions over 
their authenticity. All house¬ 
holders need to be mindful 
that water boards, or indeed 
gas or electricity boards, no 
longer exist so alarm bells 
should start ringing if any¬ 
one claims to be from a utility 
‘board’.” 

One thief was a stocky, 
white, man in his 30s with 
short blond hair and his 
accomplice is slightly taller 
and aged about 40.”

Plumber, 53, 
avoided tax 
for 10 years 

A BLACK Country plumber who had more 
than £140,000 at his home has been jailed 
for 12 months for not paying income tax for 
10 years. 

David Williams, who ran a business called 
Dave The Plumber, kept the money in sweet 
tins and safety deposit boxes, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. They were found 
throughout his three bedroom semi in Wal¬ 
ton Close, Rowley Regis. 

The court heard he had avoided paying 
more than £90,000 in income tax and 
National Insurance. 

Investigators carried out the raid at his 
home after the 53-year-old ignored a final 
warning to submit a tax return. 

Prosecutor Miss Madhu Rai said: “He had 
deliberately avoided paying income tax or 
making National Insurance contributions 
for 10 years while working as a plumber. 

“He was mainly paid in cash which was 
either put into various bank accounts or 
hidden in a range of different parts of his 
house.” 

He had carried out at least 8,133 jobs as a 
registered gas fitter during that period gen¬ 
erating more than £300,000 profit on which 
he should have paid £90,956 tax and 
National Insurance, the court was told. 

Mr Graham Russell, defending, said: “He 
turned a blind eye to his tax affairs and that 
turned into dishonesty that was about as 
unsophisticated as it gets.” The defendant 
admitted evading income tax. 


Half of the £10m will come from the Gov¬ 
ernment and the rest will be funded by 
Merry Hill owners Westfield, Centro, 
National Express West Midlands and 
Rotala. 

The project also aims to improve bus ser¬ 
vices going to and from the giant shopping 
complex and neighbouring Waterfront 
Business Park, where 8,000 people work. 

Brierley Hill councillor Zafar Islam said: 
“Hopefully improving services around 
Waterfront will encourage new businesses 
to move in or, encourage employers who 
have left to rethink their decision to leave. 

“This will help more people, especially the 
elderly, access Brierley Hill and the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre. 

“Merry Hill is one of the biggest shopping 
centres in the area so it is important to make 
it as accessible as possible. There has been a 
lot of investment in other bus stations in the 
borough, such as Stourbridge, so it is good 
news that Merry Hill’s will be improved, 
too.” 

Reliability 

Part of the scheme involves new bus lanes 
and bus gates in The Boulevard to improve 
journey times by five minutes. 

There will also be a new bus-only highway 
link from the A4036 to improve journey 
times by up to eight minutes at peak times 
and improve reliability of services. 

The improved bus station will have real 
time information for passengers at all 
stands, improved waiting facilities and 
lighting, better interchange and walk 
routes. 

There will be improvements to a mini¬ 
mum of 40 bus stops along eight strategic 
routes to the shopping centre. 

It is aimed at increasing the number of 
people travelling to the centre and business 
park by bus by 15 per cent by the end of 
2015. 

The current Merry Hill bus station 
receives the lowest customer satisfaction 
ratings in the West Midlands.

£3.6m to

Mr Bailey, who would have an 
equal claim to Wednesbury and to 
Dudley East, said: “I have not yet 
decided where I will stand. I have 
the highest regard for both Tom 
Watson and Ian Austin and if this 
situation does arise I know we shall 


all conduct ourselves in the appro¬ 
priate manner” 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly said 
the review will cut the cost of poli¬ 
tics by reducing the number of MPs 
and the size of the Commons and 
save £12 million a year. 

Tory James Morris would see his 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis seat 
split between Stourbridge and Dud¬ 
ley South - both now Tory-held. 


Puppy love! How Carol’s 
passion aids guide dogs

GUIDE dog supermum Carol Evans has raised around 250 puppies 
to help blind and partially sighted people over the past three decades. 
And the grandmother-of-six has her hands full at the moment with 
the latest litter of puppies born to her dog Clare in recently. 

Mrs Evans had always had a passion for 


dogs but 30 years ago decided to get 
involved helping to train up puppies for the 
charity Guide Dogs. 

Her first dog, a pure-breed labrador called 
Ruby, become a much-loved family pet and 
lived at their Stourbridge home for 16 years. 

Mrs Evans has also cared for descendants 
of Ruby including her daughter Joni, 
grandaughter Callie and great grandaugh- 
ter Imogen. 

“I love dog breeding and doing it for 
Guide Dogs, I know that the dogs will be 
well looked after and loved,” the 57-year-old 
said. 

“They are all individuals and my grand¬ 
children love to see them all when they 
come around to visit.” 

The latest brood of eight puppies were 
born to her three-year-old labrador- 
retriever cross Clare in the past few days. 

They are being fed four times a day at the 
moment on a dry food diet to give them the 
nutrients needed to help them grow up 
healthy 

Most guide dog puppies are born in volun¬ 
teers’ homes with support given from the 
Guide Dog’s National Breeding Centre in 
Royal Leamington Spa. 

The housewife, whose role is known as a 
brood bitch holder, said they are expected to 
stay at the family home until they are six or 
seven weeks old. 

They are then handed to puppy walkers 
across the country who train them for the

next 12 months. Pups need to get used to as 
many different sounds, smells and textures 
as possible, to prepare them for their future 
role. 

Trips out on buses and trains and into 
town centres are also invaluable to intro¬ 
duce the young dogs to people, she says. All 
the puppies then learn their final guide dog 
skills and the volunteers see if they can be 
paired with new companions. 

Mrs Evans added: “I would say that a 
child is definitely more of a handful than 10 
puppies. 

“The puppies grow so quickly, they’re 
helpless newborns to start with but once 
they open their eyes at 10 to 14 days old, 
they are up and about and independent 
within six weeks. Then they’re off.” 

Rewarding 

Mrs Evans, who lives with her husband, 
Michael, has looked after eight guide dog 
mums over the years. 

She also cared for two German Shepherds 
called Tessa and Wheat and their litters had 
also become guide dogs. But she says she 
does not get upset as each puppy leaves the 
nest. 

She said: “It is such a rewarding experi¬ 
ence as you have the joy of the young dogs 
and then the joy of them going off to greater 
things in the future.”

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Parents win autistic son's travel cost fight

THE parents of an autistic boy have won 
their legal battle with Dudley Council over 
free transport to and from school. 

The council offered to pay travel costs for 
the six-year-old but only if he attended the 
nearest suitable school. 

But that stance was challenged by his 
parents in 2009 and tribunal judges ruled 
the council should provide transport to the 
school his parents feel can best meet his 
needs - about a mile further from home. 

They said the small increase in cost - 
£195-a-year for shared and £312-a-year for 
individual transport - was not unreason¬ 
able, given the educational advantages for 


the boy, and was not an “inefficient” use of 
council funds. 

The council challenged the ruling and 
took the case to the Civil Appeal Court in 
London. But last week its arguments were 
rejected by three senior judges. 

Lord Justice Davis said the stance taken 
by the council was open to “very serious 
objections” and the tribunal’s decision was 
right, for the right reasons. 

The judge, sitting with the Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Neuberger, and Lord Justice 
Richards added the increased transport bill 
could not, in this case, justify “overriding” 
the parents’ preference of where their son 


goes to school. In his ruling, the judge said 
the boy - referred to in court only as “J” - 
suffers from autism and moderate learning 
difficulties. Although “happy and affection¬ 
ate at home”, his behaviour can sometimes 
be challenging. 

His speech and language are seriously 
impaired and the judge added: “At pre¬ 
school, he found it difficult to follow an adult 
led agenda and was described as living in his 
own world”. 

The Appeal Court judges agreed with the 
“very significant advantage” of sending the 
boy to his parents’ chosen school out¬ 
weighed the extra transport costs. 


The court’s ruling means parents’ chosen 
school will appear on their son’s statement 
of special educational needs and Dudley 
must pay whatever it costs to get him to and 
from the school gates each day. 

Richard McManus, QC, representing the 
council, had earlier argued: “Dudley spends 
approximately £2.5 million on special educa¬ 
tional needs transport each year. 

“The high cost of providing transport 
explains why a right of preference as to 
placement does not confer a corresponding 
entitlement to transport to that preferred 
placement if there are nearer alternative 
schools.” 


Thief who stole £4,200 in 

cigarettes is sent to prison 


A MAN who raided a petrol station in Dudley 
and stole £4,200 of cigarettes is now behind 
bars after being jailed for 14 months. Adam 
Smith raided Wall Heath Service Station in 
Kingswinford in September. 

He got away in a Subaru H by Laura Blyth 
Impreza, which had been ■_ 


stolen from a house in 
Dudley almost two weeks 
earlier. 

Police arrested 23-year- 
old Smith, who was on 
licence, after finding traces 
of his blood at the service 
station, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard last 
week. 

The court heard how 
Smith, of Oak Park Road, 
Wordsley, was on licence for 
drugs possession when he 
committed the offences. 

Mr Rhydian James, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court Smith 
and another unknown 
person broke into the service 
station in the middle of the 
night. 

“They made off with 
£4,200 of cigarettes and 
caused £2,000 of damage to 
the shutters,” Mr James 
said. 

“CCTV inside showed 
there were two people who 
were masked. 

“A blood swab was taken 
from the scene and it 
matched the DNA of the 
defendant.” 


The £4,500 Subaru, taken 
in a burglary at a house in 
Beech Road, Dudley, on 
August 26 was recovered by 
police in Wordsley. It had 
false plates. 

In his police interview, 
Smith denied any involve¬ 
ment in the burglary at the 
service station, saying he 
was in bed asleep when it 
happened. 

Cocaine 

He tested positive for 
cocaine upon his arrest. 

Mr Roy Paterson, defend¬ 
ing, told the court: “He has 
expressed remorse over this. 

“He blames everything on 
his lack of employment. He 
is desperate to work. He 
realises he can’t go on this 
way.” 

Smith admitted burglary 
and allowing himself to be 
carried in a stolen car. 

Recorder Michael Elsom 
told Smith: “You are no 
stranger to this court. 

“This offence was com¬ 
mitted while you were on 
licence.” 


No jail for threat woman 

A WOMAN from Dudley who threatened another woman 
with violence unless she dropped charges against a friend 
has been spared further time behind bars. Recorder Martin 
Elsom told Susan Scott people who interfered with the law 
process usually ended up spending a long time in custody. 

But he ruled at Wolvlerhampton Crown Court that 
because it had been some time since she had last been in 
trouble she could keep her freedom. Scott, aged 33, of Lake 
Street, Lower Gornal, admitted witness intimidation and 
she was given a year’s jail term suspended for two years, 
placed on supervision for 18 months and ordered to attend 
an alcohol education and a substance abuse group.

South, 69, of Stourton, who clinched the Duncan 
Edwards award for sport, and Margaret Noakes, 68, a 
retired music teacher from Sedgley, won the Cedric 
Hardwicke award for arts. 

The Frank Foley award for community spirit went to 
chairman of Dudley Canal Trust Vic Smallshire, while 
The Thomas Attwood award for education winner was 
woodwork teacher Geoffrey Attwood, of Wollescote. 

More than 8,000 votes were cast by members of the 
public via the council’s website - more than 10 times the 
number posted last year.

Last pint for pub mooted 


A BOARDED-UP pub in Stour¬ 
bridge could have pulled its 
last pint after developers 
revealed plans to transform 
the building into six new flats. 

The Red Lion, in the Old Quarter 
area, has lain empty for years and has 
become an eyesore. Solid metal grids 
were put up on its windows in a bid to 
stop vandal attacks. 

But graffiti has been sprayed around 
the building which stands on the junc¬ 
tion of Lion Street and Green Street. 
Stourbridge-based PCF Developments 
is behind the plans to redevelop the pub. 
Scaffolding has already been erected at 
the site. The firm is seeking to convert 
the building into six one-bedroom flats 


and demolish an existing boundary 
wall to create a car park. 

Four parking bays would be created 
off Lion Street along with two off- 
street spaces at the junction. 

Margaret Scott, chairman of com¬ 
munity watchdog group Stourbridge 
Township Council, said the pub had 
become an eyesore and people living 
nearby would be pleased something 
was being done. 

Vandals 

“Often with all these pubs closing, 
they just finish up being a place tar¬ 
geted by vandals and arsonists,” she 
said. 

“I think that if there is an opportu¬ 
nity to convert them into something 
useful then that would be better as 


there would be a use for the building.” 

Applicant Peter Robbins, in a report 
to Dudley Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment, said: “The property is not typical 
of period public houses built in the 
Stourbridge area and therefore has 
local and architectural merit. 

“The current property is situated 
within the centre of a residential area, 
just off Stourbridge ring road. 

“However, current trends has seen 
over the years a dramatic downturn in 
trade. 

“Therefore in order to retain the 
premises, the proposal is to convert 
and extend to form six low-cost apart¬ 
ments within this residential area.” 

A decision on the scheme is likely to 
be taken in the next few weeks. 


Minister invited fortalks 
over town centre future 


A GOVERNMENT minister has been 
invited to meet traders to discuss how to to 
revive Dudley town centre as it bids to be 
chosen for a project aiming to save Britain’s 
struggling high streets. 

The town is vying to become of one of 12 
towns to trial recommendations from retail 
guru Mary Portas and earn a slice of £1 
million to boost trade. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has invited 
Housing Minister Grant Shapps to meet 
traders and shoppers to discuss ways to 
revive the town centre, which has been 
labelled as the worst in the country for 
empty shops. 

Mr Austin, who is backing Dudley’s bid, 
said: “This is a positive development and 


gives us a good chance to sell the town. 
Being selected as a Portas Pilot would give 
Dudley a real boost. 

“It would show the importance of new 
ideas and new thinking to boost investment 
and help get the high street back on its feet. 

Concerts 

“I want to see concerts and plays in the 
castle and I want to see a university campus 
in Dudley to attract more visitors, extra 
investment and new jobs to the area.” 

Some 29 per cent of shops in Dudley are 
empty, giving it the highest vacancy rate of 
any medium sized town in the country. 

Councils have until March 30 to apply for 
selection.

W olves winger Matt Jarvis 
has been making news by 
being picked for 
England’s international squad, 
though he is yet to make his debut. 

But there was a time when the 
national side was full of Wolves 
players. During the 1950s the England 
side always had a player from 
Molineux, and usually had several, on 
some occasions making up the entire 
halfback line. 

A fixture in the team throughout 
that time was William Ambrose 
Wright CBE, the first man in the world 
to play for his country 100 times. In 
fact Billy Wright won 105 times, and 
captained England a record 90 times. 

He was the David Beckham of his 
day, famous throughout the world, 
married to a singer in a top girl group 
(Joy Beverley of the Beverley Sisters), 
and winning trophies with his club. 

When Wright retired, it was his 
replacement in the Wolves team who 
succeeded him in the England team. 
Bill Slater had been capped 21 times in 
the England amateur team, and was a 
fixture as a half back alongside Billy

Wright throughout the 1950s, eventu¬ 
ally being capped 12 times in the full 
England side and named Footballer of 
the Year in 1960. 

On four occasions when Slater and 
Wright played together in the England 
team, the other half back was Wolves 
team-mate Eddie “Chopper” Clamp, 
and from 1955 another regular choice 
in the national half back line was Ron 
Flowers, whose international career 
was spread over 11 seasons and a total 
of 49 caps - the second highest of any 
Wolves player. 

Machine 

In the early 50s the England goal¬ 
keeper was the incomparable Bert 
Williams, who won 24 caps, and played 
in the 1950 and 1954 World Cup finals. 

Considering the attacking style of 
Wolves teams, and the huge number of 
goals they scored, often netting more 
than a 100 a season, their forwards,

surprisingly, did not win as many caps 
as their defenders. 

Peter Broadbent, regarded by many 
fans as the best player ever to wear the 
gold and black, only played seven 
times for his country, blocked by the 
selectors’ preference for Fulham’s 
Johnny Haynes. 

Superb wingers Jimmy Mullen (12 
caps), Johnny Hancocks (three) and 
Norman Deeley (two) had Stanley 
Matthews and Tom Finney in their 
way, but goal-scoring machine Dennis 
Wilshaw might have expected more 
than his 12 caps. In one game Wilshaw 


became the first England player to 
score four goals. 

If Andy Carroll is worth £35 million 
to Liverpool, how much would a player 
who scored 10 goals in 12 internation¬ 
als be worth today? 

Since Flowers retired, only Steve 
Bull has been capped, so let’s hope that 
Jarvis or a team-mate breaks the 
duck.

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Hospital changes cut 
agency nursing costs 

HOSPITAL bosses in Dudley have slashed their wage bill 
for agency nurses by more than 90 per cent, new figures 
reveal. The Dudley Group of Hospitals paid out around £4.9 
million in 2009/10 and £360,000 during the current finan¬ 
cial year so far. 

The hospital trust, which runs Russells Hall and the 
Guest hospitals in Dudley and the Corbett, Stourbridge, 
had pledged to reduce costs as it continues to shave millions 
of pounds off its budget. Chief executive Paula Clark said a 
“staff bank” of 400 nurses and clinical workers, already 
employed by the trust and who are paid overtime to cover 
shortages, had been set up. 

“During the financial year, 2012/13, The Dudley Group is 
planning to make a saving of approximately £9.7m of our 
total income budget,” she said. “We introduced our own 
staff bank in 2010 which has reduced our reliance on exter¬ 
nal nursing bank and agency staff.”

A DERELICT former labour 
club in Brierley Hill could be 
given a new lease of life as a 
community cafe. 

Members of the group, Insight for 
Carers, want to open up the boarded- 
up building in Pearson Street which 
has stood empty for two years.

Windows also need replacing and 
new doors fitted to the empty build¬ 
ing.

THE speaker at the March 
meeting was Dr Peter King 
and his subject was “Andrew 
Yarrington and the Stour 
Navigation” . 

After a delayed start due 
to audio visual problems Dr 
King told of Andrew 
Yarrington’s early life. He 
was born in Astley Parish in 
Worcestershire around 
1616. After being a shop 
assistant he became in¬ 
volved in mills and forges in 
the iron industry and after 
spending time in the Army 
surveyed the River Stour 
with a view to making it nav¬ 
igable from Stourbridge to 
Kidderminster. 

An Act of Parliament had 
been passed in 1662 to make 
the river navigable to enable 
coal and iron to be carried to 
the River Severn. In 1664 
Yarrington embarked on a 
scheme to make this possible 
from Stourbridge to Kidder¬ 
minster. 

Canal navigation eventu¬ 
ally overtook the viability of 
the river. 

The next meeting is on 
Monday April 2 when Dr 
Paul Collins makes a return 
visit to talk on “Dudley 
Living Memories”.

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From ancient church to an 
old garden and into future 



HISTORY and heritage grew from 
humble surroundings to create the 
modern town of Halesowen we 
know today. 

Its medieval beginnings are still the bedrock 
for the metropolitan town in the 21st century. 

The £30 million masterplan to create a new 
bus station and Asda superstore at the 
Cornbow Centre help modernise the town as a 
retail outlet to rival those in Dudley and 
Sandwell. 

It is hoped the development, which was com¬ 
pleted in 2008, will help kickstart an ambitious 
revamp for Halesowen bringing a department 
store and multiplex cinema to the town. 

But townsfolk have not forgotten their roots 
which stretch back to the days of William the 
Conqueror. 

The earliest settlers had created the village 
of Halas, which took its quaint name from the 
Anglo-Saxon word for remote valley. 

It was once deemed larger in size than Birm¬ 
ingham in the Domesday Book researched by 
Royal officers. But it was eventually gifted by 
King Henry II to the Welsh Prince David 
Owen - hence the name Halas Owen. 

One of the modern Halesowen’s most impos¬ 
ing landmarks harks back to these days. 

The parish church of St John the Baptist 
dates back to 1083 - built on the site of an old 
Anglo-Saxon church. Evidence shows that 
parts of the church spire could date back even 
further to Norman times. 

The town’s High Street encircles the church¬ 
yard before stretching towards the Cornbow 
Hall with bustling shops along each side. 

Landmark firms in Halesowen’s industrial 
landscape were also honoured when the civic 


square was named Somers Square in 2003. 
Industrialist Walter Somers established the 
forgemaster company known as Walter Somers 
Limited. 

He created an ironworks plant at Mucklow 
Hill in 1866 producing a range of steel products 
including items for military. 

Somers Square has hosted several major cel¬ 
ebrations and events over the past few years. 
The seaside comes to town with the annual 
Halesowen by the Sea event attracting crowds 
to take part in a range of fun beach activites. 

It is also the centrepiece of the Christmas 
lights switch on and St George’s Day events. 

The town centre has also been linked with 
another of Halesowen’s cultural landmarks. 

A trail leads people along Shenstone Way to 
The Leasowes which is a Grade I listed 58 
hectares parkland covering 58 hectares. 

The garden at The Leasowes was designed by 
the poet and gardener William Shenstone 
beginning in 1743 and continuing until his 
death in 1763. 

Features 

Shenstone created his garden from farmland 
forming a diverse landscape of wooded valleys, 
open grassland, lakes and streams. A £1.8 
million renovation project started in 1998 to 
begin restoring The Leasowes to its former glory. 

Regular walks are held by wardens at the 
park, which features ornate cascades and the 
valley known as Virgil’s Grove. 

Interest in The Leasowes from visitors 
increased during Shenstone’s lifetime and con¬ 
tinued after his death. Records show during the 
middle of the 18th century it became one of the 
most visited gardens in the country. 

Thespians now take the stage at the Shen¬ 
stone Theatre within Halesowen Library after it

was named to honour the great poet and land¬ 
scape gardener’s legacy. 

Nearby are the ruins of Halesowen Abbey, 
founded in 1215 by Peter des Roches, Bishop of 
Winchester. 

When King Henry VIII set out on the dissolu¬ 
tion of monasteries across the country, the abbey 
pass into private hands in 1538. 

Parts of the original structure still remain 
after the fabric of the building was taken during 
the industrial revolution. It is now under the 
control of English Heritage. The town centre development of the new bus station with the Asda supermarket behind

Living history in time 
travelling adventures 


THE WEST Midlands has a rich history which 
has left an legacy of impressive buildings and 
sites to explore. 

In Shropshire much of the heritage is drawn from the cen¬ 
turies of uneasy relations with their neighbours the Welsh. 
This legacy includes the remains of the Roman city of 
Wroxeter (some claim it became Arthur’s Camelot after the 
Romans left) where a Roman villa has been recreated as part 
of a TV documentary. Nearby is the imposing Attingham 
Hall, where the picture gallery became the model for Buck-

ingham Palace’s gallery, and the romantic ruins of impres¬ 
sive Ludlow Castle and Wenlock Priory. The latter is in 
the village of Much Wenlock, where the modern Olympics 
originated and are being celebrated as part of London 2012. 

Nearby Bridgnorth is the northern terminus of the 
Severn Valley Railway which steams along the beautiful 
valley via Bewdley to Kidderminster and includes the 
Engine House education centre at Highley. 

In this area, Buildwas Abbey ruins and Dudmaston 
Hall grounds make great picnic spots. Near Craven Arms 
are picturesque medieval manor house Stokesay Castle, 
the Secret Hills Discovery Centre with its replica Shrop¬ 
shire mammoth and Acton Scott historic working farm, 
where Victorian Farm was filmed. 

Ironbridge is named after one of the marvels of the early 
industrial age, which spans the Severn, and the gorge is the 
birthplace of the Industrial Revolution that transformed the 
world. There are ten museums in the gorge, available via 
individual ticket or by a 12-month passport for all of them. 
The biggest is Blists Hill Victorian Town, which takes 
visitors back to the 19th Century. 

Manor 

Industry later moved to the Black Country and Birming¬ 
ham where the Black Country Living Museum in Dudley 
gives visitors a taste of that sooty, chain-hammering, hard¬ 
working past. The Back To Backs in Birmingham city 
centre show how the workers lived, whilst the palatial ruins 
of Witley Court, near Stourport, hint at the opulence 
enjoyed by industrialists such as the Earl of Dudley. 

The Manders made Wightwick Manor, Wolverhampton, 
into a celebration of the 19th Century arts and crafts move¬ 
ment. Soho House in Handsworth was the elegant home of 
Birmingham industrialist Matthew Boulton and nearby the 
Museum of the Jewellery Quarter in Hockley is a time 
capsule for one of the city’s great trades. 

Another city landmark, Aston Hall, played a role in one 
of the country’s defining conflicts, the English Civil War, as 
did Boscobel House and Moseley Old Hall, both near 
Wolverhampton. The religious persecutions leading up to 
that 17th Century conflict are reflected in the ‘priest hole’ 
hideaways at Harvington Hall, near Kidderminster, and at 
moated Baddesley Clinton, near Solihull, both Eliza¬ 
bethan treasures. 

Conflicts of a recent era are remembered at the Royal Air 
Force Museum at Cosford, an aviation fan’s must-see 
attraction housed in three huge hangars at the air base. It 
has a fascinating Cold War exhibition too and is free admis¬ 
sion, though you will need to pay for parking.

Don't let a dry spell 
put the dampener on 
your garden dreams 

Despite the recent rainfall, some water companies are still warning of 
droughts this summer. Hannah Stephenson looks at how we can save 
water before the warmer months start to kick in. 



Most people use 145 litres of water every day, it’s worth 
remebering that rain water is soft and chemical-free 
with less minerals and salts 


MANY gardeners may be looking outside now 
at the pouring rain, thinking ‘Drought? What 
drought?’ But whether we live in waterlogged 
areas in the North or in an official drought 
area in the South East, saving water is some¬ 
thing we all need to think about because 
summer will be upon us before we know it. 

We use 145 litres of water a day, yet we could harvest thou¬ 
sands of litres of rainwater from our household roof if we 
just took a little time to invest in a decent water butt and 
diverter or other container. 

Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural adviser, says: “There 
is a lot gardeners can do that does not involve extra water¬ 
ing. 

“For example, spiking and feeding a lawn in spring will 
help it hold up in dry weather - then if it goes brown, it will 
recover even faster when rain returns. 

“It’s also a good idea to plant hardy plants early to avoid 
the hot weather and let them get their roots into the sur¬ 
rounding soil to search out moisture. 

“When the warm weather arrives, keep any newly pur¬ 
chased plants in pots under light shade until the weather 
turns cooler. 

“Of course, gardeners in north England, Scotland, Wales 
and Northern Ireland at the moment don’t normally suffer 
from bad droughts,” he continues, “but by following our 
suggestions, they will not only be following good gardening 
practice but also will be preparing for the occasional very 
dry summers.” 

Organic 

Soil cultivation is of key importance when protecting 
plants in drought conditions. If we dig in large amounts of 
compost, well-rotted manure or other organic matter now, 
it will not only improve the soil structure but will also aid 
water retention. 

The charity advises gardeners to plant plants when they 
are still small, so they can develop much greater resilience 
by adapting to their conditions from a young age. 

Planting as early as possible in spring could also be bene¬ 
ficial because the sooner roots can start exploring the soil 
for water before dry weather arrives, the better. 

Mulching after planting can help limit water loss from 
soil and promote a good root environment, which will help 
the retention of moisture while plants establish. 

All new plants should be thoroughly watered and kept 
watered in the first season in dry periods, to ensure they 
establish well. Once established, they will become more 
drought tolerant. 

In the last decade, more products which help retain water 
have become available, such as new and improved water

butts (check out www.rsankey.co.uk for decorative ideas), 
drip feeders and automatic irrigation kits, along with water- 
retaining gels and www.carbongold.com for drought- 
busting biochar composts. 

Companies associated with substantial water use in the 
garden are recognising the need to save water. Hozelock, for 
instance, is working closely with Waterwise, an independ¬ 
ent organisation focused on reducing water consumption in 
the UK, to develop gardening products that will help gar¬ 
deners reduce the amount of water they use. It offers the fol¬ 
lowing tips: 

• If you use a sprinkler, water early in the morning or late 
in the evening when evaporation rates are at their lowest. 

• Consider using sprinklers with area control options 
which can reduce wastage by ensuring that water is only 
applied where it is needed. 

• Use drip irrigation systems which can use up to 90 per 
cent less water than a standard hose and gun. 

Of course, it’s also worth remembering that roof water is 
chemical-free and soft, containing less mineral salts and 
deposits than tap water, and so is ideal for crops and garden 
plants. 

Planting drought-tolerant plants, reducing our lawn size 
(as the lawn can use an awful lot of water to keep it looking 
good in summer) using peat-free compost and planting con¬ 
tainer plants in large pots (the more compost used, the 
longer it takes to dry out), will all help. 

Tolerant 

The RHS also stresses the importance of choosing the 
right plant for a particular garden soil. If a plant is growing 
in the soil most suited to its needs, it will be more tolerant 
of varying climatic conditions. Take all these precautions 
now and if hosepipe bans hit your area in the summer, you’ll 
still be able to enjoy the sunshine. 

Primula are the mainstay of the spring garden come in all 
shapes and sizes which prove perfect in pots, brighten up 
the front of borders and look stunning in rockeries. 

One of my favourites is p. ‘Miss indigo’, a small but showy 
semi-evergreen perennial, flowering from late winter to late 
spring, producing clusters of double, indigo-purple flowers 
with creamy white tips. It loves dappled shade in damp, 
fertile humus-rich soil. 

Another terrific specimen is p.denticulata, the drumstick 
primrose, a taller type with lollipop flowers in shades of 
white, blue and deep pink. It’s easy to grow, thriving in full 
sun or partial shade, flowering from mid-spring through to 
summer. It looks good combined with other primulas or 
violets in light woodland conditions, or grouped in humus- 
rich soil in a cool part of a rock garden. Overgrown clumps 
should be lifted and divided after flowering.

Staying safe on our 
motorway network 


MOTORWAYS are busy 
places. They carry one fifth of 
all our traffic but are less than 
one per cent of the total 
length of all the UK’s roads. 
They are also our safest 
roads, and following these 
tips will keep you safer still. 

Always think about what’s around 
you. Check your mirrors regularly, as 
well as before you make a manoeuvre. 
On busy motorways, you need to create 
as much room around your car as pos¬ 
sible, and always plan a way out of any 
difficulty. 

For example, if somebody pulls 
sharply into the lane in front of you, 
would you have room behind you to 
brake harshly, or could you move into 
the outside lane? If you have too little 
space, increase the gap between your¬ 
self and the car in front. Actively 
reminding yourself to check your

mirrors every so otten also helps you 
keep focussed on your driving. 

A hazard is anything that forces you 
to think about changing your speed or 
direction. When you decide to change 
lane, similarly you create a hazard to 
the other drivers around you. 

Signal your intentions early, espe¬ 
cially if you have somebody following 
close behind. When you change lane on 
the motorway other drivers will often 
give you room to pull out - but never 
force your way out, even when traffic is 
busy. 

Always keep at least a two second 
gap between yourself and the vehicle in 
front. I recommend doubling this to 
compensate for all of the other drivers 
who aren’t sticking to the rule. 


However careful you are, it is easy to 
unintentionally reduce your following 
distance when you change lanes, so if 
you pull out and are too close, gradu¬ 
ally back off the car in front until you 
are back to your two seconds. When 
changing lanes you also need to look 
out for other drivers that might be 
aiming to pull into the same space as 
you from another lane, or from behind 
you. 

In heavy traffic you can keep moving 
for longer by keeping an eye on the 
vehicle three or four up the queue, as 
opposed to just the one in front. This 
saves fuel and frustration. If brake 
lights go on up ahead, you know the 
traffic will come to a halt, so back off 
until the traffic moves on again. 

When overtaking, move out, pass 
the vehicle(s), and move back in as 
soon as it’s safe. If other people want to 
go faster you will only cause frustra¬ 
tion by sticking in the outside lane.

It's a Long way back 
despite Shane's goal

FOOTBALL, like all sports, comes 
down to a matter of timing. 

Albion boss Roy Hodgson chose the 
weekend to set out his stall for his 
Hawthorns future and his England aspira¬ 
tions. 

Yet his players chose Sunday to turn in 
one of their most abject 45-minute displays 
since he took charge over a year ago. 

An emphatic defeat to a red-hot Newcas¬ 
tle will do little to puncture the bubble of 
positivity surrounding Hodgson and his side 
after an impressive month of victories that 
preceded a mini-stumble in their last three 
games. But just when Hodgson might have 
wanted his players to add some weight to his 
pre-match media messages, they tripped up 
in spectacular style. 

On Friday he used the issue of Ben 
Foster’s future to deliver his strongest 
message yet about the robust recruitment 
required to keep him in the Midlands. 

And 24 hours later he offered his most 
candid views on his England ambitions since 
Fabio Capello’s sudden departure left the FA 
with a vacancy to fill. 

But on Sunday his players were woefully 
short of the levels that have made their 
experienced gaffer so highly-prized at his 
club and genuinely talked about as a possi¬ 
ble manager of his country. 

One poor game should barely leave a 
scratch on a coaching CV constructed over 
three solid decades in countless corners of 
the globe, yet in an age where the last result 
does more to shape public opinion than ever 
before, he could have done with a leg-up 
from his troops all the same. 

For all their clear strides in Hodgson’s 
first year at the helm, Albion found them¬ 
selves outplayed by a side whose superior 
resources allow them to pluck the tastier 
morsels from the same transfer table at 
which Albion aspire to dine. 

The build-up to kick-off was impressive,

Aside from a shot over Tim Krul’s cross¬ 
bar from Youssouf Mulumbu in the opening 
seconds, a lethargic, sluggish Baggies were 
blown away in the opening 45 minutes by a 
Magpies team operating with the kind of 
style and swagger that befitted their impres¬ 
sive placing in the thick of the race for 


Europe. The home crowd watched as their 
side’s defence was carved open with ease on 
six minutes with a fabulous pass from Jonas 
Gutierrez finding Hatem Ben Arfa, who 
crossed from the left for Papiss Cisse to 
sweep home the opener.
